The American people have ever in 


the eyes of tbe world been tbe stal 
wart champions of 
liberty. They 


gained their freedom by humiliating 
their oppressor; they took the shackles 
from ths negroes of the eoatb by de- 
feating an army of their own country- 
men in one of the deadliest conflicts 
the world has ever witnessed. In 189$ 
they began a war, the object of which 
was the liberation of a people to the 
southeast of oar own shores; they ore 
about to close this straggle by re- 
nouncing their most cherished princi- 
ples of liberty and independence, and 
by subjugating' ths inhabitants of the 
islands of tbe far east. 


What has brought about this renun- 


ciation ot our cherished doctrines? Is 
it for tbe betterment of our own peo- 
ple in their commercial and social re- 
lations with each other and with the 
world at large? No. The step which 
we are now about to take is prompted 
by selfishness and a desire for con- 
quest. 


The American people have never be- 


fore longed to become a nation with 
possessions apon which the sun could 
never set. We have been content to 
develop ourselves along the lines of 
soci'il enterprise aud commercial pro 
gress. Have we developed so far along: 
these lines that there is no more room 
'or advancement, that we now seek to 
extend 
our 
doToain 
by 
Spanish 


methods? 


The first movement in this direction 


was the annexation of tbe Hawaiian 
[slands; now we want Porto Rico and 
;he Phillipine', «nd we shall soon de- 
sire a part of C lina. Better wonld it 
jave been if we had never accepted 
Hawaii, That was the first step to 
territorial greatnesp, which has in tbe 
jast always ended in the fall and dis- 
memberment, of great nations. Take 
Sonvj for example, once but a small 
part of what is now Itily; her people 
were prosperous; her linda were fir- 
,ile, for Koine was governed by the 
citizens of Uoms. lu an evil hour she 
dreamed of conquest. What was the 
result? Power to the few, poverty to 
.he many, aud, fiudlly, Rom) was 
dragged dowu to destruction by the very 
nfluences with which she surrounded 
herself.
